More and more experts are 
worrying 
about 
the 
conse­ 
q u en ces of growing population 
and industry. But their fears 
are often brushed aside by the 
majority,

that 
advancing 
technology will bring solutions 
to man's growth problems. 
Nuclear 
power 
will 
soon 
provide limitless 
energy, the 
optimists say. Energy is one of 
the basic measures of wealth. 
Cheap, inexhaustible energy will 
make possible the use of poor 
grade 
ores 
as 
a 
source of 


metals. Energy will 'be used for 
recycling, pollution control and 
food production. 
Farming 
the 
sea, 
better 
agriculture, mining the ocean 
beds will push back the limits 
of human expansion indefinitely, 
the optimists insist. 
No* so, warns “The Limits 
To Growth.” 
Even 
if 
all 
the 
progress 
predicted 
by 
the 
optimists 
comes about, the hard realities 
o f 
“exponential” 
growth 
eventually must overwhelm the 
world's sources of supply. 
Unless man chooses to curb 
his own growth soon, nature is 
certain to find unpleasant ways 
to do it for him. 
Tnis 
conclusion 
of 
“The 
Limits To Growth.” strikes at 
one of the most basic creeds 
of industrial society. No finding 


of the report has evoked louder 
protests and denials. One of the 
largest American oil companies 
even bought an advertisement 
in “The New York Times’’ to 
argue against the “defeatism 
anti myopia” of the no-growth, 
advocates. 
Can the optimists’ arguments 
stand up against the evidence 
already discussed in the earlier 
stories of this series? Let’s turn 
again to the “ world model” for

To start with, suppose the 
technological optimists are right 
about the benefits of nuclear

mitting mining of low' grade ore 
and

seabed. 
Let’s 
also 
assume that universal recycling 
of wastes vastly cuts down the 
.amount of new material needed 
to manufacture goods. 
Operating on these assump­ 
tions, the mathematical world 
model devised by the authors 
of “The Limits To Growth” 
indicates that 
resource shor­ 
tages are, in fact, avoided. 
But growth is stopped by 
skyiocketing 
pollution 
within 
less than 100 years. 
T h e 
unlimited 
resources 
available stimulate industry and 
farming to grow to the point 
w h e r e 
pollution 
strikes 
disastrously at human health 
and food production. 
Population reaches about the 
same peak as it would without 
the extra resources, but then 


falls 
abruptly 
as 
pollution 
becomes more severe. 
It adequate resources wind up 
as 
too 
much 
'pollution, 
can 
pollution controls finally solve 
the growth problem? 
That question isn’t easy to 
answer. Little is known about 
many 
of 
the 
possible 
con­ 
sequences of pollution. Nuclear 
power 
would 
eliminate 
air 
pollution from generating plants 
bu*1 produce radioactive wastes. 
Recycling would reduce many 
kinds, of pollution, but neither 
nuclear 
power 
nor 
recycling 
would do much to curb fer­ 
tilizer, 
pesticide 
and 
heat 
pobution, for example. 
F u r t h e r m o r e , 
society 
probably can’t pay the huge 
cost 
of 
a 
complete

vironmental clean-up. Just to

wastes is very expensive, and 
costs skyrocket as standards 
'become stricter.

cost of 
reducing

sultur dioxide pollution by 42

$7.5 
million for example. But to cut 
it down by 48 per cent would 
cost $26 million.

The R epublican P a rty in M ontgom ery 
County is showing th at its word is its 
bond in dealing w ith the candidacy of 
John H enry; of Pottstow n for a full term 
as judge of the county court. 
The Republican organization endorsed 
Judge Henry, a D em ocrat, along with 
Judges Vincent A. O rillo and Joseph. H. 
Stanziani, both R epublicans.

Despite his candidacy, the Republican 
party has rem ained firm ly in H enry's 
corner. It hasn’t given even a hint that 
it would prefer Giangiulio. 
F or this, the p a rty is to be com ­ 
m ended. 
Judge H enry certainly does deserve a 
full term . He has shown him self to be an 
astute, fair and dedicated judge. 
As a. judge he has worn no party 
labels and this is the way it should be. 
Some argue th at the upper end of the 
county should have a judge. 
But Henry should not be re-elected 
sim ply because he is from this end of the 
county. If place of residence w ere a re ­ 
quirem ent for a judgeship, anyone could 
have the post. 
Judge Henry should be elected be­ 


cause he is doing the job and doing it 
well. 
Despite the candidacy of Republican 
Giangiulio, the vast m ajority of Repub­ 
licans continues to endorse Judge Henry.

Few Longhorns Left 


M ore than a, half century ago E arl 
Drum m ond, ranget* in, the W ichita Wildlife 
Refuge of Oklahom a, took a look around 
and saw that the longhorn cattle of the 
Southwest w ere ju st about extinct. 
That 
stirred him deeply. 
It was longhorns 
that m ade Texas. 
The critters with horn spread ranging 
to eight feet had been the m ost fam ous 
of all Texas products from about 1845 
to the end of the 19th century. The Span­ 
iards had brought them to Mexico in 
the 1500s. 
Drummond could find only 20 cows 
and three bulls in 1917 when he and the 
U. S. Forest Service started to save the 
breed. 
Today the herd has grow’n to 
m ore than 500. Only a few years ago this 


m ost truly A m erican breed was nearer 
extinction 
than 
th e buffalo ever was. 
Today there are a dozen privately-owned 
herds in a num ber of states. 
Is the longhorn worth saving as a 
living m useum piece? 
A m ericans who 
cherish the folkways and history of the 
Southwest will answ er yes. The longhorn 
was responsible for the A m erican cow­ 
boy—his toughness, his superb horsem an­ 
ship. and even the leather chaps he wore 
to protect his legs from the chapparal 
and cactus of the g reat dry ranges. 
And 
the cow herself — she’d fight 
the fiercest panther or wolf if her calf 
was in danger. 
A longhorn bull would, 
even, charg e a grizzly bear. The Tex,as 
longhorn deserves preservation — horns 
and all.

All Around the Town 


Early Irish Settlers 


Experiences Recalled 


By W. EDMUNDS CLAUSSEN 
Ar«a Historian 


We alw ays reckoned it would be easier to dis­ 
cover the true story of what becam e oí Paddy a 
pig than to locate a biography of one of the Irish­ 
m en who worked on, our railroad before 1.837, 
who perhaps helped, cut out a. shelf through tho 
rock 'walls along the Schuylkill Valley, thereby to 
hang the roadbed above the Schuylkill w ater level. 
We do know the Irish were brought over in 
large num bers, first to work the canal, and then 
later their labors w ere needed to lay the road­ 
bed for the Philadelphia and H eading R ailroad. 
The great killer of the day was called "canal 
fever” _ a form of dysentery com bined with in­ 
fluenza which, it was believed, originated in the 
mounds of newly-dug earth which, seprentine- 
like, followed the fresh canal bed. 
“ Most of the Irish wtoo were em ployed to dig 
the canals were Rom an Catholics, 
wrote the 
late Dr. Arthur G raeff in the H istorical Review 
of Berks (W inter, 1868). 
“Those who died in 
W estern Berks were buried in. consecrated, soil 
nea. r p resent-da y Obi >1 d . * * 
T here is a cem etery here this colum nist vis­ 
ited which m ay be found a little while longer by 
turning off Route 183 between Mt. P leasant and 
Bernville — a road which leads to North H eidel­ 
berg Church. 
One m ust watch for the lane 
which leads from the first house on this lane, 
upon the left hand side, and on this lane trav el 
100 yards to within a short hop from the conse­ 
crated plot where 20 or m ore Irish canal diggers 
lie buried. (Their rem ains will soon be rem oved 
to m ake way for the flooding caused by the Blue 
M arsh dam .) 
Along our own river road in C hester County 
above Laurel Locks still stands the ruins of an 
ancient dwelling that is pointed to as the hom e 
of one such Irish canal boss who retired front 
canal building when his allotted work appeared 
finished. 
He set him,self up as farm er. 
Now, hard as it m ay be to believe, we have 
stum bled upon a part of the life story of the 
Irishm an, P eter Tigh, who dedicated m ost of his 
years to the Pottstown area so that its people 
m ight better be served by the rails. 
"To the frequenter of the P. & R. depot in 
Pottstown there is perhaps no figure m ore fam il­ 
iar than that of Peter Tigh,” noted the Daily Led­ 
ger (Jan. 29. 1886), “ the m an with the broom — 
whose only business now is to sweep the plank 
flooring about the depot. He has been given this 
position, not a very laborious one and the duties 
of which, even at his advanced age, he can easily 
perform , in. consequence of a lifetime of faithful 
service given to the company, 
'"There are few if any men today in the em ­ 
ploy of the Reading Company whose term of con­ 
tinuous service will equal that of M r. Tigh. Born. 
In Ireland, he cam e here a young m an with the 
first advent of the contractors in the grading of 
the road, about 1835, his first work near P o tts­ 
town being at the Sanatoga Hills, where he work­ 
ed a long while in cutting a road bed in the rocky 
sides along the Schuylkill. 
“ He assisted at the building of the first bridge 
over the Schuylkill at the Falls, a wooden struc­ 
ture burned some years afterw ard and then re­ 
placed by the present substantial stone a rc h e i 
bridge. P eter gave a helping hand at the Phoen­ 
ix vil le Tunnel, and when the P ort Clinton Tunnel, 
under the Blue M ountain, was to be m ade. Mr. 
Tigh, we a re told, w as the first m an to drill, a 
hole in the solid, rock. With the exception of about 
eighteen m onths in 1837 and. "38 when, he assist­ 
ed his old boss in grading the Susquehanna & 
Chesapeake Canal betw een Columbia and P o rt 
Deposit, he has been in the continuous service 
of the P. & R. Company for fifty years. 
“ P eter has ever been a faithful servant. His 
greatest fault, if fault it is, was a too literal or 
strict observance of his orders. In this connection 
a story is told of him that away back thirty-five 
or m ore years ago, when the railroad had a steam 
sawmill here just west of the present Road M as­ 
te r’s office, Mr. Tigh was employed at the mill, 
and as a sawmill run by steam was a novelty 
— for the use of steam was not as common then 
as now — there was a great curiosity to see this 
thing, and the workmen were constantly annoyed 
by people coming there to see it. 
“ At length Mr, John Osborne, who wras then 
the head of the-road and stationed in Pottstow n, 
issued orders to allow no one to enter the m ill 
on any pretense, and P eter was instructed to 
carry out those orders. 
Not long after, Mr. Os­ 
borne’s most intim ate friend. Mr, Jesse Ives, 
one of the most respected citizens of the town 
and a m an of leisure, cam e into the mill as he 
had often done before. 
Mr, Tigh, in obedience 
to his instructions, ordered him to leave. As M r. 
Ives did not show any signs of obeying, he was 
taken by the arm and led out, of course highlv 
offending Mr. Ives. 
“ When M r. Osborne heard of this he dis­ 
charged P eter, but at the request of Mr. Ives, 
whose second thought approved Mr, Tigh’s good 
intentions, he was soon reinstated, and the Com­ 
pany has found something for him to do ever 
since., 
_ "P e te r is in his 82nd year and is at his post 
with broom in hand! every day, rain or shine, 
and though tolerably well preserved, he savs he 
feels he is not the m an he once w as.” 
No hardly; we hazard the opinion that no one 
at the age of 88 could drive a long-stem m ed tun­ 
nel drill through rock the way he could 40 or 50 
years earlier — not even an Irishm an. 
Among the scarce but interesting tales of the 
Irish in our area there rem ains the story of a 
docum ent dated Aug. 31. 1778. bearing the sig­ 
nature nf A braham Lincoln, great grand-unclc 
of the President, acknowledging the receipt oí 
a sum of monev from Bryan O’Brian — it ha^ 
'*nt to be the O’Brian mentioned in the Pine 
Forge account books! 
This receipt to O’B rian 
s said to show a rem arkable sim ilarity betw een 
the handw riting nf P resident Lincoln and that of 
his earlv Berks County kinsman.

Syndicated Columnist Mason 
Denison asked Dr. Frederick 
Closer. Special C onsultant on 
M edical Affairs to the G ov­ 
ernor's Council on Drug and 
Alcohol Ah m e. to express in 
his ou'iJ words w hether these 
regulations would affect the 
use of methadone as an anal• 
, 
geste (pain-killer) for 
non* 
addicts.)

HARRISBURG - Unquestion­ 
ably, the use of methadone is 
controversial — almost no mat­ 
ter how one looks at it — a 
matter which greatly concerns 
the Governor's Council on Drug 
and Alcohol Abuse. 
But there are certain facts 
that for the good of 'the public 
should 
be 
brought 
out 
and 
underscored. 
Since 1965, the primary use 


of methadone has been in the 
treatment of narcotic addicts. 
Prior to this time, it was a 
primary drug of abuse for a 
small number of narcotic ad­ 
dicts. 
But since 1965, its use by 
addicts has increased to the 
point 
where 
it 
is 
now 
challenging 
heroin 
as 
the 
primary drug of narcotic ad­ 
diction. As Mason Denison’s 
column in February correctly 
pointed out. there is an in­ 
creasing 
black 
market 
for 
methadone, much of which has 
been 
diverted 
from 
legal 
channels. 
Recently, both of the largest 
cities in the state, which contain 
most of the methadone main- 
t e n a n c e 
programs, 
have 
reported 
major 
thefts 
of 
methadone. Another source of 
illegal diversion is theft from 
pharmacies — and in many 


jurisdictions, 
the 
number of 
deaths 
from 
overdose 
of 
methadone exceeds those from 
heroin. 
T h e 
governor’s 
council 
t h e r e f o r e feels that the 
w i d e s p r ea d availability of 
methadone constitutes a public 
health hazard and supports the 
proposed federal restrictions on 
its availability. 
The council does not feel that 
these restrictions constitute a 
precedent; the obligation and 
the authority of government to 
protect 
the' 
public 
against, 
substances which constitute a 
public health hazard has long 
been established. 
For example, no physician 
may prescribe nor m ay . any 
pharmacy stock heroin. Heroin 
.is also a medically useful pain- 
relieving drug. This restriction 
has 
the 
firm 
support 
of 
organized medicine. 


Access to radioactive isotopes, 
also very useful medically, is 
also 
prudently 
restricted. 
It 
should be recalled that it was 
the governmental restriction on 
the drug 
Thalidomide 
which 
prevented the tragic outbreak 
of deformities in infants in this 
country. 
The recent governmental ban 
on cyclamates is yet another 
example. 
Responsible medical opinion 
also favors the restriction of 
methadone (the measure was 
proposed 
editorially 
in 
the 
‘ ‘ A r c h i v e s 
of 
General 
Psychiatry” in October, 1971). 
T h e r e f o r e , the governor’s 
council does not feel that the 
restriction of methadone con­ 
stitutes 
the 
setting 
of 
a 
precedent. The precedent is well 
established 
and 
has 
proven 
beneficial to the public health 
and safety. 


While the governor’s council 
shares 
a 
deep concern 
for 
patients in pain, i'ts medical 
advisors do not feel that the 
absence 
of 
methadone 
from 
g e m e r a. 1. 
pharmacies 
will 
significantly impair the medical 
management of pain. 
Many other drugs which are 
not 
similarly 
restricted 
are 
available for this purpose, in­ 
cluding morphine, meperidine, 
d i by drome rphinone. 
phenazo- 
cine. 
pentazocine, anileridine 
and others. 
B e c a u s e 
of 
the 
rapid 
development of tolerance to the 
analgesic ( p a i n - k i l l i n g ) 
properties of methadone and 
other 
narcotics, 
the 
long 
duration of action which makes 
methadone 
useful 
in 
the 
treatment of addiction and in 
withdrawal is not particularly 
useful in the management of 
chronic pain.

Need for the USO 


Abroad Remains 


By BOB CONSIDINE 
NEW YORK — Speaking of 
returning POWs, let us consider 
Francis L. Sampson. Sampson 
is a priest, a monsignor. He 
is also a retired Army major 
general. He is the holder of 17 
badges of honor, including this 
nation’s second highest award, 
the Distinguished Service Cross, 
plus the Distinguished Service 
M ed a I , 
B r o n z e 
S t a r , 
Distinguished Unit Citation with 
Oak Leaf Cluster, and Purple 
Heart, of course. 
He became a POW of the 
Germans when they captured 
him after he parachuted with 
his outfit, the 101st Airborne 
Division, to open D-Day. He 
wriggled out of that one, got 
back to base headquarters in 
England, 
jumped 
again into 
Holland and was recaptured at 
Bastogne. 
Sampson’s decision to stay 
with 14 other wounded buddies 
in the invasion of Normandy, 
after Allied forces pulled back 
from 
counter-attacking 
Ger­ 
mans, was later the subject of 
three television features. Six 
months after D-Day, once again 
a prisoner taken during Hitler’s 
last big push, he was sent to 
Stalag II A, north of Berlin. 
At his request, he was per­ 
mitted to remain in the enlisted 
men’s prison rather than the 
quarters provided for officers. 
That would be enough of a 
career. To boot, he was Chief 
of chaplains of the army from 
1967 to 1971, wrote two books 
(“ Paratrooper 
Padre" 
and 
“ Look Out Below” i and won a 
lot of tennis titles between wars. 
But 
Sampson, 
who 
was 
graduated from Notre Dame in 
1937, remains a restless soul. 
A year ago he succeeded the 
late Gen. Rosy O’Donnell as 
president 
of 
United 
Service 
Organizations Inc, He 
work« 
five da vs and nights a week 
trying to raise money for and 
administer 138 USO clubs in 14 
countries. This involves millions 
of dollars. The other two days 
of the week he spends as an 
assistant to the pastor of a 
suburban 
New York 
church, 
hearing confessions, baptizing 
children, celebrating mass, and 
hoping that the collection pays 
for the heating bill. 
We 
speak 
of 
him 
as 
a 
“returning POW” because just 
now — wrhen hundreds of for­ 
mer prisoners are coming home 


ftom 
Vietnam 
— 
ex-captive 
Sampson is returning to the 
task of reminding the nation 
that a ceasefire does not mean 
that the overall need for USO 
is eliminated. USO once had 20 
clubs 
spread 
through 
South 
Vietnam. Now the last of them 
has closed, the busiest one — 
the one near Tansonnhut air 
base, Saigon. 
But at least a dozen more 
are urgently needed in West 
Germany, where we maintain 
about a quarter of a million 
men — many of them ostracized 
or sneered at by Germans who 
have found affluence with the 
aid of the U.S. Their sinking 
morale was the subject of a 
meeting the former general had 
at the 
Pentagon 
last week 
Sampson laid it on the line. 
“I told the people at the 
P e n t a g o n something they 
probably 
already 
knew,” 
he 
said over a sherry. “ I tokl them 
the Germans still w'ant us there 
in strength for protection — but 
they want us in the next town, 
not theirs. I’ve spent a lot of 
time 
in 
Germany, 
in 
one 
position or another, and I’ve 
never seen morale at a lower 
point among the men as it is 
right now. 
“Thousands of them have no 
place to go, really. Boredom 
can be suffocating. If they go 
into town, they hear feilows 
their own age yelling ‘Go home 
American.’ and worse. There’s 
almost no chance that they can 
ever get to meet a German 
family of approximately their 
own economic and educational 
level. 
“The 
devaluations of their 
do"ars have amounted to 22 per 
cent and that has worked a 
groat hardship on men of the 
lower ranks who brought their 
famihes over and set them up 
in 
rooms 
near 
base. 
The 
privation has resulted in a lot 
of domestic problems and these 
have added to their indignation 
over being slighted or insulted 
almost 
everywhere 
they 
go, 
'There have been fights in the 
streets, and even murder.”

Rate Reaches 
New High

cidence 
of gonorrhea 
in 
the 
United States in fiscal 1972 was 
the highest recorded since the 
U.S. 'Public Health .service be­ 
gan keeping VD statistics in 
1919. it was announced Thurs­ 
day. 
The American Social Health 
Association said 
figures 
sup­ 
plied by state public health de­ 
partments showed a total of 
718.401 gonorrhea cases — up 
15 per cent from the 624.371 
cases reported for 1971. 
The actual incidence of the 
disease is likely much higher 
than the official reported fig­ 
ures, 
officials 
note, 
because 
many cases go unreported. One 
estimate 
placed 
the 
actual 
number of gonorrhea cases at 
2.5 million in 1972. with 85.000 
actual cases of infectious sy* 


The number of reported cases 
of syphilis came to 24.000. up 3 
per cent over the 23.336 cases 
reported in 1971 and the great­ 
est number of caaes reported, 
since 1950. 
This 3 per cent, increase, how- 
ever, was considerably lower 
than: the 
previous year's 
in­ 
crease of 16 per cent... according 
to Dr. William L. Fleming, a 
director of the American Social 
Health Association. 


H IGH EST 
IN CID EN CE 
Atlanta. Ga., had the highest 
reported 
gonorrhea 
incidence 
rate — 2.522 cases per 100.000 
population. 
Washington. 
D.C.. 
reported the highest rate of in­ 
fectious syphilis — 103 cases

The Atlanta figure, however, 
actually represented a 2 per 
cent decline in gonorrhea from 
1971. Washington's figure was 
up 31 per cent. 
Of 60 cities with 200.000 or 
over population, for gonorrhea. 
Minneapolis, Minn., showed a 
118 per cent increase and Mil­ 
waukee. Wis.. showed a 22 per 
cent decline.

‘•Over-all. ” Fleming contin­ 
ued. "gonorrhea continues to be 
uncontrolled in most areas. But 
there is some evidence of a re­ 
duction of the reservoir of as­ 
ymptomatic female gonorrhea 
through 
screening 
programs 
and through contact investiga--; 
lion. This trend may offer hope 
for control for the first tim e.” 
Fleming is chairman of a 19- 
man committee which prepared 
the report 
and recommended 
an increase in federal financial 
support of research, demonstra­ 
tions and training. 
"Gonorrhea control is clearly 
less satisfactory than syphilis 
control,” Fleming added. ‘ The 
lack of comparable diagnostic 
tools (such as a blood test), 
lack of confidence in control 
methods and the magnitude of- 
the problem have prevented all- 
out gonorrhea control efforts in 
most areas.”

&S well as population rise much 
higher than in earlier model 
tuns. 
But 
again 
population 
and 
Industry finally collapse — this 
time because of food shortage. 
As 
the 
population 
grows 
rapidly, farming yields rise and 
new land is developed. Even­ 
tually the limit of farmable land 
is reached. As food becomes 
scarcer, society devotes more 
and more of its energy and 
resources to the food problem. 
Industrial output begins to fall. 
Finally population also drops as 
starvation raises the death rate. 
In this case you could sum 
up the problem in one of two 
ways — too little food or too 
many 
people. 
The optimist’s 
answer to this projection might 
be to argue that a revolution 
in agricultural techniques could

dram atically, causing a further 
drop, in food production and a 
sharp rise in the death rate.. 
The use of technical solutions 
alone prolongs human growth 
and 
prosperity, 
but 
doesn’t 
remove the ultimate limits to 
growth. 
What can we learn from these 
highly 
simplified 
computer 
projections? 
They 
are 
not 
preuictions 
about 
what 
will 
actually happen in the world 
over the next century. Growth 
pressures undoubtedly will force 
world society into many far- 
reaching 
social 
changes 
as 
pollution increases and resource 
and food become scarce. 
Such changes have not been 
taken into account in the MIT 
computer 
model. 
The 
model 
assumes that the growth pat­ 
terns 
developed 
by 
the 
in­ 
dustrial 
revolution 
will 
keep 
operating as long as physically 
possible. 
What validity the model has 
holds up in each case only to 
the point where social collapse 
begins.

model indicates i the earth’s obvious limits. 
that this idea is a road-map 
to 
catastrophe. 
Even 
with 
technological advances, m an’s 
a c c e l e r a t i n g growth will 
overshoot its “ natural” limits 
and bring collapse. 
How collapse 
comes 
about 
isn’t really hard to understand. 
There are long delays between 
the time man first becomes 
aware of the crisis ahead and 
the time he can act to avoid 
them.

harmful

Often the 
e n v i r o n m e n t continues to 
concentrate such pollutants for 
decades after their use has been 
stopped. 
Similar delays are built into 
the industrial and agricultural 
sectors of the world system. 
These time-lags mean that 
m an 'won’t have time to save 
himself if he waits for crises 
t o 
appear 
before 
doing 
something 
about 
them.

would not be true if society 
were not moving so fast. But 
man is like the driver of a 
speeding car who is trying to 
drive 
blindfolded 
while 
a 
passenger tells him where to 


T h e 
whalers’ 
situation 
illustrates a basic choice the 
entire world must soon face: 
Is it better to try to live within 
natural limits by accepting a 
self-imposed 
restriction 
o n 
growth? Or is it preferable to 
go on growing in the hope that 
another technological leap will 
allow growth to keep going? 
The longer man waits to curb 
his 
growth, 
the 
fewer alter­ 
natives he’ll have to choose 
from. Eventually growth will be' 
stopped 
by 
restraints 
much 
worse than those man might 
have 
chosen 
to 
impose

himself. 
The authors of “The Limits 
To Growth” believe advancing 
technology will be absolutely 
vital for the future — if com­ 
bined with deliberate checks on 
.growth. 
Recycling, 
pollution 
controls, contraceptives, will all 
be

growth. 
But the MIT study team also 
believes society should take a 
hara 
look 
at 
each 
new 
technological discovery before 
using it widely. 
Man should examine the side 
effects of his inventions, the 
social changes they will bring, 
the new problems they may 
uncover.

— Those who have put 
H enry Aaron on a two-year tim etable aren’t reckoning 
with the sp irit of old Henry, who tells you quite sober­ 
ly th a t he is capable of breaking B abe R u th ’s record 
this season. 
If he does, he will have put a lot of people out of 
their m isery, because, as you know, Aaron has the 
peasantry hanging from the light fixtures, following 
suspensefully his pursuit of Ruth. 
At the last reckoning, Henry was 41 hom e runs 
short of Babe, having sm ashed 673 in a project that 
began in 1954 when A aron w as only 20. 
P a tie n tly , like a m an constructing a g re a t m onu­ 
m en t, one brick at a tim e, he has w atched his labor 
flower. T he m asses have watched, too, now calculat­ 
ing that if H enry doesn’t com e down with the usual 
afflictions visiting the aged, such as rheum atism , bad 
circulation and failing vision, he should nail Ruth 
som e tim e in 1974. 


D IF F E R E N T C A LCU LATI ON 
But he doesn’t figure it quite this w ay. “ I could 
do it this y e a r,” said Henry. “I’ve had years before 
when I’ve hit more than 41. I hit alm ost that many 
last year after the season was delayed because of the 
strike.” 
Indeed, the book show s th at A aron belted 34, 
w hich isn ’t norm al for a m an of 38, esp ecially w hen he 
is perform ing in the d am n est fish bowl in sp o rts. 
I m ean , how would you like the w orld watching 
tensely, expecting you to hit a homer everytim e you 
went to the plate? 
You want to be a good fellow and oblige, but the 
record shows that you succeed only one tim e in 16. 
You have a serious problem, with p itc h e rs, who 
don’t w an t you to get fam ous at th e ir ex p en se. So 
they don’t give you th e b est things to hit, explaining 
why you have walked 1.190 tim es. 
In not m any cases today do they call an intentional 
walk on you, m eaning the kind that is obvious to 
everyone in the seats. They know that this creates a 
public relations problem , getting the citizens to boo 
and accu se you of try in g to keep a nice m an from 
catch in g R uth. 
T heir approach is m ore sophisticated, w hich is to 
say, they are throwing you nothing to hit without 
announcing it. 
“ These walks aren’t listed as intentional,” said 
Eddie M athews, H enry’s m anager at Atlanta, “ but 
they a re v ery intentional. T he other team decides it 
will throw A aron nothing; w orth hitting. If he w a its 
to sw ing, th a t’s his b u sin e ss.” 
N aturally, Henry doesn’t allow him self to swing 
at garbage, because, as he explains, it is m ore im ­ 
portant, at his age, not to em barrass him self than it 
is to hit hom e runs. 
So M athew s is ch a rg ed w ith the serious problem 
th is y e a r of deciding w ho to b at in fro n t of Aaron 
th is y ea r and who to b a t behind him . Both have a lot 
to do w ith H enry and R uth. 
“ If Aaron bats third,” said M athews, “ w e will 
probably bat Ralph Garr second. 
He hit .325 last 
year. If he gets on base, you can’t very w ell walk 
Aaron.” 
N or ca n you walk H en ry if the m an who follows 
him is ab le to pow der th e ball, too. D usty B a k er, a big 
strong kid w ho hit .321 la s t y e a r and sm ash ed 17 
h o m ers is a prospect, ex cep t th a t B aker isn ’t anxious 
to get involved in Aaron’s problem . 
“When we let him bat fourth last y ea r.” said 
M athews, “ he went 0-for-20. 
He didn't care for this 
kind of pressure and asked to be sw itched.” 
It is m ost important for the B raves that things 
for A aron fall conveniently into place, becao.se right 
now, he is the hottest article in baseball, if not all 
athletics. 
He is advancing on a god-like figure, a colossus 
of sports who has rem ained decades after his death a 
hero even to those not yet born during his lifetim e. 
It is a fascinating com m entary on baseball that 
R uth hit all 71.4 hom ers w ithout com peting: ag a in st a 
single black player. 
“ If I don’t bust, th a t re c o rd ," said H enry thought­ 
fully, “I don’t think anyone will. The pitching today 
is very difficult and the kids com ing into baseball don’t 
want to stay more than seven or eight years. They 
want to get out and try som ething else. T hat’s okay, 
except that it takes longer than seven or eight years 
to h it m o re than R u th .” 


F IN A N C IA L Q U ESTIO N 
H aving signed a three-year contract last year for 
$600,000, Henry was asked if m aybe he w asn’t hasty, 
in view of what is happening to salaries in baseball to­ 
day. Certainly, throughout the National L eague, he is 
the prim e attraction. 
“ I h av e no re g re t’s ,” he explained. 
“ I w anted -a. 
th re e -y e a r co n tra ct m ain ly because I didn’t w an t any 
d istractio n s in the la st sta g e s of th is ch ase. B usiness 
argum ents can get you all confused and I don’t want 
this right now.” 
The odyssey of Henry intrigues you. 
It is slow 
and painful, wrought with joy, disappointm ent and 
anxiety. At 39. he is old. by baseball .standards. The 
physical dem an d s of sm ashing hom ers a re tough. 
T he position, em otionally is a killer. 
Brick by brick. H enry builds and he hopes.
